WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (AP) 
The United. States, Britain 
ana France proposed to Russia 
today that a four-power for- 
eign ministers conference on 
Germany be convened this 
spring with German advisers 
present.

A preference was expressed 


for late April or early May as 
the meeting time. 

This is the first time the 
Western powers have called for 


inclusion within the conference | 


room of representatives from 


Communist East Germany and | 


Allied West Germany. 

While they would have the 
role of advisers, the step could 
prove to be a historic nrove 
toward some compromise with 
Russia on the problem of re- 
unifying Germany. 

Note to Moscow. 

The Western proposals were 
sct forth in similar notes de- 
livered in Moscow today. West 
Germany sent a parallel note. 

The United States, Britain 
and France bluntly warned 
Russia against the danger of 
touching off a world war over 
Berlin. 

Russia has threatened to pull 
out of East Berlin on or after 
May 27 and the West fears this 
may jeopardize the Allied posi- 
tion in West Berlin. 

“The danger to world peace 
inherent in this Soviet initia- 
tive is evident,” the note re- 
leased by the State Depart- 
ment said. 

The United States message 
said the foreign ministers meet- 
ing should deal “with the 
problem of Germany in all. its 
aspects and implications,” 
meaning such things as Ger- 
man unity and the’ future of 
Berlin. 

At the same time, United 
States officials opened up the 
possibility of a summit con- 
ference to follow if the foreign 
ministers meeting succeeded in

Silent Prayer in Senate. 

Senators meeting today 
joined in silent prayer for 
Dulles’s recovery. Informally, 
Senate Democrats pledged co- 
operation with the Adminis- 
tration in meeting foreign poli- 
cy problems during the secre- 
tary’s absence. 

This promise came from 
Democratic leader Lyndon B. 
Johnson of Texas after a con- 
ference with Senator J. Wil- 
liam Fulbgight (Dem.), Arkan- 
sas, chairman oi the Foreign 
Relations Committee. 

“It will be the policy of the 
majority to advise and consult 
with the Administration in ev- 
ery possible way in an attempt 
to help them develop a strong, 
positive foreign policy,” John- 
son told newsmen. 

Soon aiter the Senate 
Johnson introduced this 
lution: 

“Resolved that the Senate 
stand in silent prayer to the 
Almighty for the early and 
complete recovery of the Sec- 
retary of State, the beloved 
John Foster Dulles.” 

It was adopted unanimously 
and followed immediately by 
the moment of silent prayer. 

Tribute by Johnson. 

Johnson told his colleagues: 

“Our hearts—and the hearts 
of free men everywhere—go 
out to John Foster Dulles as 
he begins his fight for health. 
If tenacity and dedication and 
resoluteness of purpose are 
allies of medicine, then the 
prognosis is certainly encour- 
aging. Mr. Dulles has never 
been lacking in these quali- 
ties.” 

Johnson said he and Dulles 
‘have both agreed and dis- 
agreed—yet it has never been 
difficult to work with him for 
the best interest of the nation.” 

Republican leader Everett 
Dirksen of Illinois said Dulles 
had undertaken momentous 
tasks and had carried them off 
successfully. 

Senator Fulbright said that 
while he and Dulles had not al- 
ways agreed he was “moved to 
admiration by the spectacle of 
courage’ Dulles has shown as 
well as his “unrelenting pur- 
pose of seeking peace.

SAN JUAN, Puerto 
Feb. i6—The Teamsters Union 
is planning an organization 
drive in Puerto Rico which 
could, if the union elects to use 
its most powerful weapons, 
strangle the island's burgeoning 
economy. 

Two top aids of Teamster 
President James R. Hoffa have 
been on the island for about 
10 days. The local Teamsters 
organizer already has the union 
in trouble in federal court here 
on charges of violating the 
Taft-Hartley law. A secondary 
boycott was imposed on a ship- 
ping concern to shut off opera- 
tions of three trucking compa- 
nies which rejected Teamster 
demands for contracts covering 
warehousemen and truck driv- 
ers, with no showing that the 
workers were members of the 
union or even wanted to be. 

This is known in labor cir- 
cles as “top down” organizing, 
a favorite Teamster device, 
which is largely responsible 
for demands in and out of Con- 
gress that an outright bar be 
placed on all secondary boy- 
cotts and 
tional picketing. 

AFL-CIO Meeting. 

The projected Teamster 
drive here added to the prob- 
lems of the AFL-CIO as lead- 
ers from all over the country 
drifted into San Juan’s plush 
hotels for an eight-to-ten day 
meeting of the federation’s 29- 
member executive council 
opening tomorrow. 

The council meeting, sched- 
uled to deal with several im- 
portant issues, including the 
threatened secession of the 
850,000 - member Carpenters 
Union, got off toa 
because of the absence, for to- 
day at least, of President 
George Meany. Meany’s. physi- 
cian at Washington advised 
him to delay the trip for 
treatment of a bronchial ail- 
ment. 

The Teamsters were expelled 
by the AFL-CIO a year ago 
on the ground of corruption. 

Kavner Making Survey. 

Here for a “survey” of the 
island labor situation and to lay 
the groundwork for an organi- 
zation campaign are Richard 
Kavner, Teamster international! 
organizer who operates out of 
St Louis, and John T 
O’Rourke, New York Teamster 
leader and an international vice 
president of the union. 

Testimony before the Senate 
Rackets Investigating Commit- 
tee in Washington the last two 
years has indicated that 
O'Rourke was boosted to his 
position of power in New York 
with the aid of John (Johnny 
Dio) Dioguardia and _ other 
criminal elements. Dio now is 
serving a term in New York's 
Sing Sing prison for extortion 
at a time when he directly or 
indirectly controlled several 
phony Teamsters locals which 
he used for shakedown pur- 
poses. 

Kavner, on the basis of wire- 
tap recordings of telephone 
conversations he had with Dio, 
was alleged to have been in- 
volved with the hoodlum in his 
attempts to obtain a Teamster 
charter to organize New York’s 
8000 taxicab drivers. 

Checking on Organizer. 

Encountered in a hotel lobby 
here last night, Kavner told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter he was 
checking on the progress of 
Frank Chavez, a  Spanish- 
speaking Teamster organizer 
sent here from California. So 
far only about 150 of the 12.- 
000 truck drivers on the island 
have joined the Teamsters Lo- 
cal 910 set up here 

Kavner said that he and 
O’Rourke were largely en- 
gaged in a survey of the pos- 
sibilities here and that a blue- 
print for organizing would be 
drawn up at the winter meet- 
ing of the Teamsters executive 
board at Miami Beach, Fila., 
next week. 

Kavner said that the earliest 
efforts here would be in what 
he termed the Teamsters’ tradi- 
tional jurisdiction truck 
drivers and warehousemen. 

However, O'Rourke re- 
marked that “we may take over 
everything on the island.” 

Kavner has on two occa- 
sions resisted the efforts of the

Britain and the United States | 
found themselves bitterly op- 
posed over the Suéz adventure 
the American statesman by his 
co-operation and understanding 
established himself as the most 
reliable and perceptive of al- 
lies 

“Essential He Be Here.” 

Shortly before the North At- | 
lantic Council meeting in Paris 
last December, when the first 
reports of the secretary's ill- 
ness had crossed the Atlantic, 
an American correspondent en- 
countered Foreign Secretary 
Selwyn Lloyd at dinner 

“Foster is coming, isn’t he?” 
Lloyd asked. “This is going to 
be a difficult business in Paris. 
It's essential to the West that 
he be there.”

From behind the Iron Cur- 
tain came a comment that 
Dulles’s retirement would be a 
good thing—from the Cammu- 
nist point of view. 

The Budapest radio. said 
Dulles’s illness was a personal 
misfortune “but from a point 
of view of policy it is favor- 
able that he will not play an 
active role now.” 

The radio in the Hungarian 
capital.said, “It is clear now 
that Mr. Dulles’s illness is not 
of a political character.” After 
saying his prolonged leave 
would be politically favorable, 
the radio added 

“In the history of modern 
times there has scarcely been 
a man who ‘influenced the pol- 
icy of his country like Dulles, 
except Frederick the Great and 
Hitler.” Frederick the Great 
ruled Prussia from 1740 to 1786. 

Newspapers in Warsaw re- 
ported ,Dulles’s illness briefly 
on inside pages. A commenta- 
tor on Radio Poland expressed 


the view that little or no 
change in American foreign 
policy was expected 


“A Family Tragedy.” 
In London, Lord Beaver- 


brook’s Sunday Express, never 
pro-Dulles, said: 
“Somehow the tragedy of 


John Foster Dulles is a family 
tragedy; too. For over six years 
that big framed, stooping man 
has been part of our lives. 

“He has not pleased every- 
body in Britain. Yet,,of course, 
there is no earthly reason why 
he should. Devotedly, courage- 
ously, he worked for America. 
Amid all the criticisms, the 
British people have sensed the 
courage and admired it.” 

The Sunday Times (Con- 
servative) said: “There fs no 
one available with the kind of 
experience and stature that Mr. 
Dulles has. In the past few 
days even his fiercest critics 
have been saying he is the in- 
dispensable man.” 

British commentators specu-

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‘DOUGLAS LEADS 


BROAD INQUIRY 
INTO ECONOMY

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 — 
The Joint Congressional Eco- 
nomic Committee announced 


yesterday a major inquiry into’ 


the big question confronffng 
the American economy — 
whether full employment and 
rapid economic growth can be 
achieved without inflation. 

The announcement 


Senator Paul H. Douglas 
(Dem.), Illinois. Douglas was 
a university economist before 
his election to the Senate in 
1948. 


The study is understood to 
be the outcome of a suggestion 
made in a December speech by 
Senator Lyndon B. Johnson of 
Texas, the Senate majority 
leader. Johnson had asked 
for a study into the “causes 
and cures” of inflation. Since 
then the employment § and 
growth problems have attracted 
as much attention as inflation, 
so the purposes of the study 
were broadened. 

Comments Due March. 2. 

Douglas said the committee 
would start its inquiry “after 
the preparation of its com- 
ments on the President's eco- 
nomic report.” The commit- 
tee’'s comments are due by 
March 1, 


It was believed likely that. 


the study could not get under 
way before May and that it 
would certainly last into next 
year. A big part of the work, 
including public hearings, may 
take place after the present 
session of Congress. 

Douglas noted that the 
American people want the na- 
tion's economy to realize three 
objectives: “Substantially full 
employment,” an “adequate” 
rate of economic growth and 
“substantial stability in the 
price level.” Some people, he 
noted, believe these aims are 
incompatible. The committee 
wants to find out “whether it is 
possible to reconcile these ob- 
jectives and if so how.” 

Seven Topics on List. 

Douglas listed seven subjects 
planned for investigation 

1. Historical and compara- 
tive rates of unemployment, 
production and prices 

2. Inflation and deflation 


of the classical type, caused 
by. increases and decreases 
in the effective supply of 
money, and the effects of 


these on growth. employment 
and economic stebility. 

3. The effects of monopo- 
listic and quasi-monopolistic 
practices on prices, profits, 
production and employment. 

4. The effect of increases 
in wages, salaries and the 
prices of personal services, 
together with union and pro- 
fessional practices on prices, 
profits, productivity and em- 
ployment 

5. The effect of Govern- 
ment expenditure, taxation 
and budgetary surpluses and 
deficits, and of monetary and 
debt management policies, 
on price levels, productivity 
and employment. 

6. International influences 
affecting prices, production, 
trade and employment. 

7. Constructive suggestions 
for reconciling and simulta- 
neously obtaining the three 
objectives of substantial full 
employment, “adequate 
growth and substantia! sta- 
bility of the price level.” 
The general feeling among 
observers here was that the 
study would be cunducted im- 
partially and objectively, but 
that politically useful conclu- 
sions might be drawn from 
various aspects of it 

It remains to be seen, how- 
ever, whether the committee 
can come up with any clear- 
cut conclusions on major mat- 
ters of economic debate.

So Many Kinds of Fish, So Many 


Ways to Prepare Them--- 


‘Fish Days’ No Longer Pose Problem 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD 
Post-Dispatch Food Editor. 

PITY THE POOR HOMEMAKER of yesteryear who had 
to cope with the problem of menus for “fish days.” She had a 
problem, indeed, when her choice of fish was restricted. But 
today’s food stores offer almost unlimited selections of fish 
and seafoods. Improved transportation and handling methods 
ha®e made it possible to buy virtually all kinds of fish, in top 
condition, here in the Midwest. New varieties of frozen fish 
are constantly being introduced, and of course canned fish 


is a tried and true convenience 


With so many kinds of fish 
from which to choose, and so 
many ways to prepare them, 
the modern homemaker has no 
reason to dread planning “fish 
day’ menus 

In planning fish dinners, it 
is wise to remember that most 
fish are rather colorless so the 
meal will be more attractive if 
color is introduced with either 
“a apeme or vegetables. Tex- 

re contrast is important, too; 
a crisp salad is an ideal ac- 
companiment 

And don't be afraid to ex- 
periment with new and unusual 
recipes, if you want to avoid 
that “Not fish, again” chorus 
from your family. 

In England a woman guards 
her personal recipe for fish and 
chips as jealously as the family 
jewels. The fried fish and po- 
tatoes are served hot and crisp, 
usually with beer or ale, na- 
tional favorites. 

Sometimes beer or ale is 
used as an ingredient in the 
batter; it makes it exceptionally 
light and adds a pleasant tang. 


Fish and Chips. 

Two pounds fillet of sole. 

Two eggs, separated, 

Two-thirds cup bottled or 
canned ale or beer. 

One-fourth teaspoon tabasco. 

One cup sifted all-purpose 
flour. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One teaspoon paprika. 

Two tablespoons melted but- 
ter or margarine. 

Wipe fish with a damp cloth. 
Cut fish into one-half inch 
strips, three inches long. 

Beat egg yolks until light; 
gradually stir in beer and ta- 
basco. Sift in flour, salt and 
paprika; mix well. Stir in but- 
ter. 

Beat egg whites until stiff 
but not dry; fold into batter. 
Dip fillet strips, a few pieces 
at a time, into batter. 

Heat deep fat with basket in 
place to 370 degrees. Add 
fillet strips. a few pieces at a 
time to deep fat; cook two to 
three minutes. 

Yield: Six servirgs, 

Chips: Wash and pare six 
medium potatoes. Cut into 
three-eighths to one-half inch 
wide strips. Heat deep fat to 
375 degrees. Place enough 
potatoes in basket to cover bot- 
tom. Fry until lightly browned, 
seven to 14 minutes. Drain on 


absorbent , paper; sprinkle 
lightly with salt. 
Note: If desired, frozen 


French fried potatoes may be 
substituted for fresh. Follow 
package directions for cooking.

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Big Increase in Funds for Sea 


Study Urged by Science Group 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (AP) 
»—A warning that the United 
States will face serious mili- 
tary, political and economic 
bazards unless it speeds up its 
deep sea research came from 
@ committee of the National 
Academy of Sciences-National 
Research Council yesterday. 

Calling for an additional 
federal outlay of $651,410,000 
in the next 10 years, the com- 
mittee said that from the mili- 
tary standpoint unsolved prob- 
lems of the oceans are more 
urgent than those of outer 
space. 

“Action on a scale apprecia- 
bly less than that rocommended 
will jeopardize the position of 
oceanography in the United 
States relative to the position 
of the science in other major 
Nations,” it said, “thereby ac- 
centuating serious military and 


political dangers, and placing 
the nation at a disadvantage 
in the future 
sources of the sea.” 


In a preliminary report on 


a survey begun in 1957 of the 
status of the nation’s marine 
sciences, the group came up 


with a series of general and 


specific recommendations 


aimed at: 


Acquiring new knowledge of | 


the seas — knowledge which 
would contribute to better un- 
derstanding of the origin and 
evolution of life on earth.

ALLISTIC ROCKETS (usually miscalled missiles) of inter- 
B continent intermediate and shorter ranges are working 
an overnight revolution in the strategy of full-scale nuclear 


war. 


These rockets will have little influence on conventional 


war because they are too expensive to be used with convention- 


al explosives in their warheads. 


Ballistic rockets will provide 


also a revolution in the cost 
of maintaining a _ deterrent 
striking force. The reason for 


this is that they do not have to 
be exercised, flown, maintained 
and replaced as they become 
obsolete. Indeed, they do not 
become obsolete at all in the 
sense that they cannot do the 
intended task 


All that is required of them 
is to carry a load of freight in 


the form of a warhead a cer- 
tain distance with a certain 
degree of accuracy. A rocket 


20 years old can do the same 
job just as effectively as when 


it was new. True, it may be- 
come desirable to replace 
rockets with improved ones 
capable of carrying larger 
loads, with greater accuracy 
and a lower requirement of 
manpower to keep them in 
readiness. 


Advantages Over Planes. 

Contrary to experience with 
aircraft, which must be avail- 
able in sufficient numbers to 
provide for fighting losses and 
losses to hostile air defenses 
and attack on their bases. long- 
range rockets need only be 
provided in sufficient number 
to perform the calculated task 
They can be protected against 
destruction irom surprise at- 
tack by placing them in strong 
underground launching sites 

The advantage ot _§ inter- 
continental ballistic rockets in 
this respect can be understood 
from calculations that show 
that six Soviet LC.B.M:s will 
have a 90 per cent probability 
of destroying a United States 
air base or city, while more 
than 100—not a teasible num- 
ber—are needed to destroy a 
protected rocket-launching 
complex. 

The effect of these facts 
of great importance. One se- 
lects the targets that must be 
destroyed, 100 or 200 perhaps, 
and provides the 600 or 1200 
missiles required to destroy 
them. (Fallout will be con- 
sidered separately.) This is all 
that are needed, this year or 
10 years hence. They need not 
be replaced every few years 
for obsolescence and wearing 
out as bombers must be. The 
same 600 or 1200 rockets can 
do the task 10 years from now 
or 20 years from now 

Little Effect on Strategy. 

As time passes and rocket 
techniques are perfected, rock- 
ets of all ranges will have 
greatly increased accuracy. The 
result will be that fewer will 
be needed to destroy any par- 
ticular target. In other words, 
improved rockets, such as the 
Minuteman, will make no fun- 
damental difference in rocket 
Strategy. 

Furthermore, increases 1n ac- 
curacy cannot be expected to 
be So great as to make it feasi- 


is 


ble to attempt to destroy pro- 
tected rocket bases at inter- 
continental ranges. There will 


always be a certain amount of 
dispersion in rocket shots, Just 
as there is in artillery. 

There are two schools of 
thought about the effect of 
rockets on current concepts of 
strategic airpower. One, the 
conservative, admits some util- 
ity to rockets, but insists that 
they are only supplementary 
to the manned bomber force. 
It sees rockets and pilotiess 
bombers, such as the Smark, 
as useful to knock out the hos- 
tile air defenses in a prelim- 
inary strike to enable the more 
powertul and accurate bombers 
to carry out their task. 

Air Defenses Discounted. 

This school believes that the 


“bomber will always get 
through.” It discounts the et- 
fectiveness of air defense in- 


terceptors firing air-to-air 
rockets with nuclear warheads 
and of air defense missiles 
with ranges of 100 miles and 
more, also carrying nuclear 
warheads. It disregards the 
threat of destruction of the 
bombers on their bases from 
the enemy’s intercontinental 
rockets, although the principal 
initial target of strategic bomb- 
iig attacks has always been 
the destruction of the enemy 
bombers on their bases.

Theoretical Example. 

The strategy imposed by in- 
tercontinental rockets is far 
more simple than that of short- 
er range continental rockets. In 
theory, for example. an inter-

pean bases than can the inter-

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A Stalled Investigation 


The Missouri House committee to investi- 
gate the mystifying circumstances surround- 
ing the making of the Fulton power contract 
has been in existence nearly a fortnight with 
little to show for it but declarations of un- 
certain purpose. 

Chairman Costello, who began by saying 
he did not know what the committee could do, 
now follows.up by declaring he has still not 
decided whether his committee will perform 
the task it was created for—though he says it 
“probably” will. 

Representative Simcoe, who introduced the 
resolution calling for the investigation, and 
who is a member of the committee, says he 
is afraid to go ahead without pulling punches, 
for fear of political reprisal. 

In fairness to the committee, we must still 
expect that it is going to discharge its respon- 
sibility to the people of Missouri. We agree 
that, as Mr. Costello says, it must be judged 
by its actions. 

At the same time, the committee must 
realize that a continuation of inaction, inde- 
cisiveness and faint-heartedness toward bring- 
ing the people’s business out in the open can 
only result in making the Legislature’s inves- 
tigatory function a laughing stock. 

It is the individual responsibility of Chair- 
man Costello, of Representative Simcoe, and 
of every other member of the committee to 
see that an honest investigation is carried out. 

One determined man may be enough to 
break through the wall of secrecy that has 
surrounded this affair. 

Let us have neither a whitewash nor any- 
thing that labors under the public suspicion 
of being a whitewash. 

It is time the committee got going. 


Floating Medical School 


The Navy’s hospital ship Consolation, 
famed for its work in the Pacific during 
World War II and the Korean war, is being 
taken out of moth-balls to be converted into 
a floating medical school for Southeast Asia. 
It will not be staffed and operated by the 
Government, but by doctors who hit upon 
this plan in response to President Eisen- 
hower’s appeal for “people to people” aid. 

The American President Lines will run the 
ship at cost. It will carry about 200 doctors 
and as many nurses. It will have 800 beds, 
and it will provide medical treatment as well 
as training. The idea is to bring foreign doc- 
tors up to date in the various specialties, and 
to learn from them about problems. unfa- 
miliar to American practitioners. Public offi- 
ciuls will be invited aboard to learn about hos- 
pital equipment. 

A six-month voyage is planned just now. 
At the end of that time, it is to be hoped, the 
ship will be restaffed and funds will be 
available for another voyage. Especially if 
a revolving staff can be maintained, this will 
be one of the most imaginative of all Amer- 
ican signs of good will to other peoples. 


Marking Time on Fluoridation 


The vigorous indorsement of fluoridation 
by Arthur S. Flemming, Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare, comes as a reminder 
that 100,000 children in St. Louis county 
still lack this protection against dental decay. 

According to Secretary Flemming, a mili- 
tant minority is fighting extension of fluori- 
dation throughout the nation, largely with 
false claims. Many opponents have been 
charged by the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion with making spurious health claims for 
nostrums and devices which are supposed to 
improve health without medical advice. 

Even though some 41,000,000 Americans 
now are drinking fluoridated: water, com- 
pared with only 8,000,000 in 1950, there is 
still a long way to go. St. Louis children have 
benefited from fluoridation since September 
1955, but in the county the whole program 
has been stopped by the nonsense of op- 
ponents and the timidity of the county's 
political leadership. 

Judging bythe records and campaign state- 
ments of members of the County Council as 
now constituted, a bipartisan majority of that 
body favors giving county youngsters the 
same opportunities for improved dental 
health as St. Louis’s children. But a majority 
that does not act is no more effective than 
the minority that previously could not act. 

When will Democrats Maurice Abramson 
and Russell Grantham and _ Republicans 
Richard A. Hetlage and John Molloy take 
the lead for fluoridation? Every day of de- 
lay is a day of lost dental health to 100,000 
youngsters. 


Iran Resists the Russians 


The United States, Britain, Turkey and 
Pakistan have achieved a diplomatic success 
in Iran—at least for the time being. They 
urged Shah Mohammed Riza Pahlevi to stand 
firm against a Russian delegation in Teheran 
which was trying to persuade him to sign a 
non-aggression treaty and an economic aid 
agreement. 

Although the State Department says it did 
not know the nature of the Kremlin propos- 
als, the Shah must have been convinced that 
the Western governments and their allies 
hold the stronger hand. For the Russians— 
who had been in the Iranian capital since 
Jan. 29—have gone back to Moscow without 
a treaty. 

_ Their annoyance is angrily reflected in one 
of those long Pravda editorials which threat- 
ens the Shah with the fate of the late King 
Faisal of Iraq. He was murdered in a rising 
last July. While complaining that the Iranian 
government is supported by “foreign bay- 
onets,” Moscow sees nothing wrong in at- 
tempting to inflame Iranian public opinion 
against that government. This may be largely 
bluster, but it cannot be discounted entirely 
in the Middle East. 

There was nervousness in Washington and 
deeper fear in Turkey and Pakistan—because 
of closer proximity to Iran—that the Shah 
was on the verge of making concessions to 
the Russians. They arrived while his foreign 
minister was in Karachi, and apparently they 
worked fast. The Shah himself has been 
nervous about coups in the Middle East. For 
some time, he has been trying to get stronger 
commitments from the United States than are 
embraced in the Eisenhower Doctrine. 

Since Iran is bound to the West only by the 
Baghdad pact of which the United States is

not a signatory, the State Department has 
been making intermittent efforts for a year 
or so to reassure its ruler. These include a 
proposed executive agreement between Iran 
and the United States covering mutual de- 
fense and economic aid. Concessions in its 
wording have been made by Washington; 
and in view of the departure of the Russians 
it seems that the Shah has been satisfied. 

Yet there can be no certainty about this. 
Nervous rulers of small countries under Rus- 
sian pressure are in an unhappy position— 
and so are those trying to hold them in 
anti-Communist front. Assurance in this are 
hardly seems possible until some of the 
deeper issues between East and West are 
resolved. 


What the High Court Said. 


The Missouri Constitution of 1945 provides 
for the extension of the Nonpartisan Court 
Plan to any judicial ¢ircuit in which the people 
by majority vote express a desire to put it 
into effect. But as things now stand Mis- 
sourians are unable to exercise this right. 
The reason is the repeated failure of the 
Legislature to implement. the constitutional 
provision. 

Until 1950 there was a legal question 
whether the Legislature had to act, some 
lawyers holding that the constitutional pro- 
vision was self-enforcing. But in that year, 
the Missouri Supreme Court decided a case 
growing out of an attempt to put the ques- 
tion of extension to St. Louis county voters 
without waiting for legislative action. The 
Court then held that a legislative enabling 
act was indispensable. It went on to declare: 
. . the last sentence of Section 29(b) 
reading, “The general assembly may pro- 
vide the manner in which the question shall 
be submitted to the voters,” which it already 
had authority to do, is more than a mere 
permissive authorization to the Legislature 
to provide the manner in which the election 
shall be held. It is a mandate to it to-imple- 
ment the Section if it is necessary to make 
it effective, as we have found the case to be. 

It is no answer to this contention that the 
Legislature has not as yet taken any action 
to provide a manner in which elections pro- 
vided for in Section 29(b) may be held in 
the various judicial circuits of this State 
and that the qualified voters are thereby 
denied the exercise of the constitutional 
right therein granted them. 

Since the adoption of the Constitution in 
1945, the duties of the Legislature have been 
manifold. We must assume that eventually 
it will act in accordance with the mandate 
given it in Section 29(b) and provide a man- 
ner by which the question may be submitted 
to the voters with reasonable and uniform 
safeguards to prevent the evils suggested. 
It has been held that reasonable provisions 
in this respect may be enacted so long as 
they do not unduly restrict the rights con- 
ferred by the constitutional provisions... 


The constitutional provision has been in 
effect for 18 years and its meaning has been 
unmistakable since the Supreme Court spoke 
eight years ago. 

Legislative leaders no longer can pretend 
that they are unaware of the mandate. And 
now that they are aware of it, they cannot in 
good conscience continue to ignore it. 

The House judiciary committee will hold a 
hearing at 7:30 p.m. on Feb. 24 on two bills 
carrying out the mandate—the Aschemeyer 
bill, permitting any circuit in the state to 
hold an election on the subject, and the 
Ewald bill. permitting St. Louis county alone 
to do so. The hearing would be a good occa- 
sion to start the process of realizing the peo- 
ple’s right to vote on court reform—a right 
clearly granted them by the Constitution. 


Castro as Premier 


Fidel Castro has always insisted that he did 
not seek personal power in Cuba, yet now he 
has accepted the premiership and may be 
heading for the presidency. Is this a breach 
of faith with his people? 

We do not think so for a moment. From 
the day his revolution succeeded and Dic- 
tator Batista fled, Fidel Castro became a hero 
to the Cubans and their unofficial chief of 
state. A new provisionary President and 
Cabinet took office in Havana, but Castro 
made the major political pronouncements and 
commanded the armed forces. He was the 
nation’s leader in effect, and he may as well 
be the nation’s leader in title. The people 
seem to expect it of him, and as Premier he 
will be personally responsible to them for 
actions which so far have been taken only 
in his name. 

At this point in Cuban history, Fidel Castro 
should be recognized as one of the most de- 
voted patriots ever to capture the faith of 
Cubans. Much of thé world was startled by 
his summary trials and executions of Batista 
murderers and torturers, for these vengeful 
events recalled the illegal practices of the 
ousted dictatorship. Aside from that, how- 
ever, Fidel Castro has restored freedom to 
the Cuban way of life, and honesty and pur- 
pose to Cuban government. He deserves far 
more of United States friendship and assist- 
ance than the dictator whom he deposed. 


How Lawyers Fare, Financially 


There can not be much doubt as to the 
general impression concerning the economic 
status of lawyers. People generally look on 
the members of the legal profession as well- 
off financially and, in many cases, earning 
incomes among the highest in the community. 

A survey conducted for the American Bar 
Association, and published by the bar’s spe- 
cial committee on the economics of law prac- 
tice, alters this impression very substantially. 
That some lawyers do very well financially is 
not of course questioned. But the general 
situation is not as it is thought to be. 

Most recent available statistics show that 
the average annual income of practicing law- 
yers before income taxes was $10,258; that 
one-half of such lawyers received less than 
$7382 annually, and that 32.5 per cent of the 
incomes of practicing lawyers were less than 
$5485. A third of the lawyers of the country 
have incomes of under $5000 a year after 
taxes. 

The report shows many other things that 
bear on this situation. It shows, for example, 
that the incomes of physicians and dentists 
have risen much more rapidly over recent 
years than have the incomes of lawyers. 
Counting from 1941, the average physician 
has quadrupled his income, the average den- 


tist trebled his and the average lawyer has 


been fortunate to double his. 

Lawyers, the report finds, have not em- 
phasized the business aspects of the legal 
profession. Accordingly tiie report makes a 


series of recommendations concerning fee 


schedules and training in the business phases 
of. legal practice. Solutions rest with the 
legal profession rather than with laymen, but 
it will be of interest to laymen to learn these 
facts and to revise their ideas about the eco- 
nomic status of those who practice law.

Once upon a time a story had a 
definite beginning and ending. In

“The Unnamable” is more ‘tightly 
constructed than it first appears. One 
can describe Beckett’s style which 
is lucid, moving and personal, or his 
vocabulary ich is usually simple 
and spiced With good Irish idioms. 
Or one can point out that “The Un- 
namable” is a narrative in one con- 
tinuous paragraph, except at the be- 
ginning, and lacks visible transitions 
or chapters. But these traits, how- 
ever arresting, are only incidental 
to the elusive unfolding of the 
theme. 

Personally I consider Beckett a 
highly talented stylist, not as great 
as Joyce but in the great tradition 
of Joyce and Kafka. His trilogy re- 
quires not only an unprejudiced, en- 
lightened audience but the patient, 
extended scholarship of academic 
criticism. As least it needs a long 
exegesis of the kind, usually devoted 
to poetry. One day, perhaps very 
soon, it may get such scholarly at- 
‘tention. ~

AGGRESSION, by John Paul Scott. 
err of Chicago Press, 149 pgs., 
J.40,) 


Here is a safe little book on ag- 
gression that touches on everything 
and explains nothing. Mr. Scott be- 
longs to that empirical school of 
psychology-biology where facts speak 
louder than theories. In essence it 
is a simple school—what I choose 
to call the “kick 'em and they cry, 
tickle ‘em and they laugh” school, 
where everything is demonstrable in 
a laboratory with a rat or monkey. 


So, for instance, we learn that a 
rat which gets its tail pinched rather 
severely will strike back aggressive- 
ly, but if castrated, it will not strike 
back quite as aggressively. A cat 
with an electrode stuck in its brain 
will show fear if given an electric 
shock, Some animals are more ag- 
gressive than others. Some human 
beings are less aggressive than 
others. Some societies are epee 
sive, whereas others are not. ere 
just is no substitute for knowledge. 


What are the reasons for all this? 
Simple. They are ecological, societal 
and organismic. Mr. Scott goes on 
to explain that some causes for ag- 
gression are hereditary, some physio- 
graphic, and some social in 
The book ends with a note of hope: 
‘Ours is a dangerous age in which 
the race between creative knowledge 
and destruction is closer than ever 
before. . . . Those of us who have 
scientific training and ability should 
do everything in our power to speed 
up creation and slow down destruc-

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German Talks to Affect All Europe | 


WASHINGTON. 


F THERE HAS BEEN ONLY A LITTLE MORE THAW 
in the cold war, there has been a big one in talk about the 
future of Berlin and Germany, and it threatens to produce 


a flood. Once the status quo of the Berlin situation appeared 
to have been breached, suggestions for dealing with that, with 
the reunification of Germany, and even with the whole Euro- 
pean position have been pouring out from sources high and low. 


Thoughts which have been 
pent up by inflexibilities on 
both sides have now been re- 
leased, It produces a marked 


contrast with periods only a 
in which all 


short time ago 
sides seemed 
bereft of ideas 
capable of pro- 
ducing any 
hopeful change 
in the cold war. 
Some of the 
ideas now be- 
ing presented 
are useless on 
their face, some 
seem danger- 
ous. But it 
should be a Mansfield 
good thing to 

get talk going again, talk be- 
ing, as often noted, infinitely 
less dangerous than war. 


The theory is that the po- 
sition of Berlin cannot well 
be handled without also deal- 
ing with the whole question of 
a united Germany, this ap- 
pears to be accepted by the 
United States and its allies as 
well as the Soviet Union. 


What to Discuss? 


It is also true that the ques- 
tion of a unified GermMy, un- 
der whatever conditions, could 
hardly be considered without 


bringing up the whole Euro- 
pean position, which it would 
ceeply affect. We are certain 


to be hearing about some dar- 
ir 2 proposals in this direction. 

The practical difficulty is 
that if too great a task is set 
for the upcoming meeting of 
foreign ministers, this meeting 
would less likely bring the sort 
of agreement which would set- 
tle the immediate problem be- 
fore us, which is the future of 
Berlin 

Planning an agenda which is 
big enough to encompass the 
possibilities and at the same 
time limited enough to fall 
within the practicalities will be 
one of the great tasks to be 
accomplished before there is 
any meeting at all.

My initial response was one 
of mingled anguish and ad- 
miration, but Gerdine had 
anticipated my needs, and an- 
nounced that the entire Octan- 
dre would be repeated at the 
close of the formal program. 
Having thus heard it twice, | 
can report that it improves 
with repetition, that the mo- 
tives become more readily 
identifiable, and that a certain 
amount of eloquence projects 
itself through the technical 
facade. Both pcrformances 
sounded entirely authoritative. 

From the first performance 
of the Varese, the concert went 
back 275 years to Purcell, a 
suite of whose songs from “Or- 
pheus Brittanicus,” was sung 
by Leslie Chabay. I am rapidly 
coming to the inexorable con- 
clusion that Chabay can do no 
wrong, if only because he is a 
musician first and a tenor sec- 
ond. In matters of style, phras- 
ing and color he has no su- 
perior, and the fact that his 
middle register is occasionally 
routh in quality does, in no 
detrect trem the impact 
of his performances 

In the Purcell songs Chabay 
was called upon to sing some 
wickedly high tones, and he 
did so without forcing and with- 
out ever lingering in the strat- 
osphere for all to admire.

ST. MORITZ, Switzerland, 
Feb. 16 ‘AP)—Art Tyler, 43- 
year-old Weston (Mass.) physi- 
cist. has given the United 
States its first World Four-Man 
Bobsled title in six years. And 
with it came the renewed hope 
that the 1960 Winter Olympics 
may again include bobsled 
competition. 

Tvler, who didn't take up the 
sport. until he was 35, con- 
quered the tricky and treacher- 
ous mile-long chute and the 
world’s best bobbers yesterday 
as he posted a total time of 5 
minutes, 10.82 seconds for four 
runs, 

Tvler’s time, including a rec- 
ord run of 1:17.42 in Saturday's 
second heat, gave the American 
sled a margin of 3500ths of a 
second over the second place 
alien sled, piloted by Sergio 
Zardini. The _ Italians 
cloeked in 5:11.17. 

International bobsled offi- 
cials figure the American vic- 
tory will arouse new interest 
in the sport in the United 
States and thus may help swing 
the International Olympic 
Committee toward permitting a 
separate Olympic bobsled event 
at Lake Placid, N.Y., in 1960. 

There will be no _ bobsled 
competition at Squaw Valley, 
Calif.. where the remainder of 
the Winter Olympics will be 
held. The I.0.C. decided not to 
insist on Squaw Valley organ- 
izers building a track as only 
nine nations gave definite as- 
surance they would compete 
The J.0.C. rules calls for a 
minimum of 12 nations. 

But last week the Interna- 
tional Bobsled Federation for- 
mally asked the I.0.C. to waive 
the -rule and allow Olympic 
competition next year at Lake 
Placid—which has a good bob- 
sled run. The I1.0.C. will give 
its ruling at the annual meet- 
ing in Munich in May. 

If the request is denied, the 
1B.F. intends to run a World 

Championship at 1960. 

Whatever the decision, Tyler 
is not likely to represent the 
United States. He told news- 
men immediately after his vic- 
tory that he had decided to 
quit racing because of his 
wife's request after seeing sev- 
eral accidents in warm-up races. 

Tyler's triumph was the sev- 
enth American four-man title 
since the World Championships 
were first held in 1924. The 
last American to win was Lloyd 
Johnson of Madison, Wis., at 
Garmisch in 1953. 

The American team got a 
break when Germany's Franz 
Schelle, the leader after Sat- 
urday’s two heats, bumped 
badly into the wall of the track 
in the first of Sunday's two 
runs. He lost valuable time and 
wound up third in 5:11.95. 

Tyler had a serious mishap 
of his own a few minutes be- 
fore the start. He and his crew 
turned over their home-made 
sled for a last minute check

NEW YORK, Feb. 16 (AP)— 


Hal Roach Jr. has taken con- | 


trol of the business empire of 


international financier Alex- 
ander Guterma, who is charged 


with securities law violations. 

Announcement that Roach, 
gon of a famous movie produc- 
er, had purchased Guterma’s 
stock in the F. L. Jacobs Co. 
was made yesterday: Guterma

Lonely TV Teacher 


Misses the Pupils 


NEW YORK, Feb. 16. 
ROBERT CHEMIS is a junior high science teacher 
who is teaching some 30,000 seventh-grade students ninth- 
grade science in the Pittsburgh area. The reason his class- 
room holds so many students is simply because Chemis 


teaches his course on 
television. 
Actually, in spite of 


that vast number of pu- 
pils, Chemis is a lonely 
man. “Gee, after a cou- 
ple of years, you certainly 
miss the kids, teaching to 
a camera,” he'll tell you. 
“You keep second-guess- 
ing them, trying to figure 
out what questions they'd 
be asking if they were 
there.” ” 

Chemis is a full-time 
teacher on Pittsburgh's 
education station WQED, 
one of the best in the 
land. If you're wonder- 
ing why he's teaching 
ninth-grade science to 
seventh -grade students, 
it’s because the National 
Academy of Science is~ 
endeavoring to find out whether our youngsters couldn't 
hurry along a little faster in their science studies. “From 
all indications, this experiment is going very, very well. 
I think we've underestimated what can be taught in the 
lower grades.” 

I asked him why WQED couldn't provide a samrle 
classroom of pupils for him to teach to, which would miti- 
gate some of the loneliness. This, he tells me, doesn’t work. 
When there are students in front of the cameras, the kids 
at home feel left out, like observers rather than partici- 
pants. Actually, WQED’s teachers have discovered that 
television demands far more careful preparation, but less 
rigorous planning and execution, than classroom work 
where a teacher can start and stop, answer questions and 
in general take it easy. As a result of greater care by the 
teacher, the degree of attention of the TV students is even 
higher than it is in school—to everyone's great surprise.

The pupils feel a great degree of rapport with 
their teachers, Chemis reports. “I go to my old 
school and they all call me Bob—as if they know 
me. It’s a spooky feeling, being so well known to 
students you don’t know at all.” While the pupils 
feel this great sense of participation, practically all 
teachers get the sense of isolation and clamor to 
get back to the classroom where they can see living, 
breathing, questioning anf thoroughly alive .stu- 
dents. Chemis’s sidekick, Carl Utberg, who teaches 
fifth- and sixth-grade science, said: “This is what 
gets us into education—working with youngsters.” 


WQED is a bustling self-contained community operat- 
fing in the former parish house of a church in Pittsburgh. 
It pioneered in classroom teaching. Today most of its busy 
schedule is still classroom teaching on the primary level. 
It does more programming than any educational TV station 
in the country and has more live shows than the next two 
educational stations put together. It runs on $600,000 a 
year extracted from foundations like the Mellon and Ford, 
from the public from public school allotments of 30 cents 
a pupil (which is very low in relation to other cities). 
Mostly, though, it operates on enthusiasm. 

The enthusiasm you run into at an educational station 
is strong medicine after the cynical and apologetic weari- 
ness of the commercial stations. These people feel they are 
doing something exciting and important—and they are. 
WED has two studios carved out of a ballroom added to 
the building by the Knights of Columbus. 


WCED was asked by the Ford Foundation if it 
could teach first-year Russian on television, and I 
watched the teacher who conducts his class entirely 
in Russian. “We've proved we can teach first-year 
Russian on television,” says William C. Dempsey, 
general manager. “Now we're looking for money 
to teach second-year Russian. We have taught a 
whole bunch of kids who would now like to go on 
with Russian but can’t. That’s the trouble with 
foundation money. Schools can’t plan an orderly 
education.” 


WQED has taught conversational French so well that 
its pupils now give plays in French. The station so ably 
gave summer courses in those subjects most frequently 
flunked in high school that Pittsburgh closed all its sum- 
mer schools and relied entirely on its TV station. Perhaps 
its most useful function is the teaching of science, partic- 
ularly physics. With industry grabbing all the physics 
majors from colleges, schools simply can’t find physics 
teachers, and lean heavily on WQED not only to instruct 
their pupils but to teach their teachers. 

WQED has 1300 ciassrooms within range of its trans- 
mitters. Classroom committees tell the station which pro- 
grams\are most effective, which least effective, where the 
pace is too fast and where too slow. High school students 
make their own suggestions for new courses. For instance, 
since a lot of them now earn money, they wanted a course 
in how to make out income-tax returns—and got it. An- 
other course is in baby-sitting—where they earn much of 
that money they're reporting on their income-tax return~— 


and got that, too.

Noisy Heating Systems 


THE PURPOSE of a central 
heating system is to keep us 
warm in winter, and not to 
keep us awake at nights, but 


there are many systems that 
are so noisy it’s a temptation 
not to shut them off and be 
cold but at least quiet. 

If the oil burner unit of a 
heater does not sit level on the 
floor or is not properly in- 
stalled in the heater, it can set 
up vibration when in operation 
and this vibration will be am- 
plified by the heater, pipes 
and ducts and carried about 


the house. Making sure that 
the burner is properly posi- 
tioned will usually stop this 
racket. You'll often get a loud 
hum in a burner if there is an 
inside oil storage tank and this 
can be corrected by covering 
the storage tank with sheets of 
felt building paper to deaden 
the sound. 

Noises in warm air heaters 
are often caused by worn belts 
between blower and motor and 
a new belt will do the trick 
here. Be sure the furnace has 
been turned off before replac- 
ing the belt so there won't be

Child’s Homework 


THE WAY you feel about homework and what you 
do about it has a great deal to do with the way your 
youngster feels about it and what he does about it. 

The very arrangements you make for its being done 
helps to set the tone for it. When you provide a place 
with plenty of room to spread out papers and books, it 
tells the voungster you feel it is important, whether it be 
the end of the kitchen table or the child’s own desk. 


A youngster does love a place that is all his 
own with somewhere to keep pencils, paper, pen 
and ink, ruler and the like. Add to these paper 
clips, rubber bands, a stapler, a punch, and see 
how it encourages work. A good work table can 
be made of two apple boxes upended with a piece 
of plywood nailed on for a top. 


The next thing is time for work, not minutes salvaged 
from TV or something else but time set aside for home- 
work and kept for that. If there is some TV program 
that just can't be missed, then arrange homework time 
with due regard for it. The parental insistence that keeps 
the youngster on the work schedule agreed upon pays off 
when he gradually learns to take it for granted and holds 
himself to it. If he is one who does this right from the 
beginning, fine. Many are not self-starters. 

As for the actual help to be given in doing homework 
assignments, it is a good idea to ask the teacher what she 
wants done about that and how. It saves confusion for 
the youngster when home help and the school teaching fit 
together. There is much to be said for the youngster 
working independently with a helping hand being given 
only when he meets too big an obstacle to handle alone. 

The question often comes up about two or more 
children doing their homework together. Usually when 
they do, a lot of good time goes to visiting. In addition, 
the wrong child is likely to get the practice. It is natural 
for the one who finds some part of the assignment hard 
to lean on the one for whom it comes easy. 

The mother of a 12-year-old says she and the mother 
of his best friend two doors away have clamped down on 
their working together and grades for both boys have 
improved. They are allowed, however, to compare notes 
over the telephone after work is done. 


One often hears of the kind of working 
together—usually in junior and senior high 
school—where three or four divide up assignments 
in various subjects, each doing one and exchanging 
papers. A father of two teen-agers said recently, 
“When the youngsters do this they are only cheat- 
ing themselves. Besides, it looks plain dishonest to 
me. I’ve had some long talks with our two about it 
because there’s more to it than just getting a 
grade.” 


Yes, character building goes right along with the 
actual problems being solved, the list of words being 
spelled, the compositions being written, the projects being 
worked out. Work habits of one kind or another are being 
built up. Attitudes toward work and the responsibility for 
doing it are being set. Most of all, as the father aboye- 
mentioned pointed out, individual integrity is involved. 

Homework is a very important part of the school of 
living. Parents do well to keep an eye on it and take a 
hand: in it.

Getting the inside sto 
Jimmy Hoffa teok repo ~ 
Jim Bishop inte Hoffa's of- 
fice and home, put him at the 
tough labor leader’s elbow 
during working hours and 
after hours, among friends 
and enemies. This is the sec- 
ond article of a series on one 
of the most controversial 
men in America.

THE CAFETERIA is on the 
fourth floor. There is an ele- 
vator, but the stairway is faster. 
Hoffa’s sinewy legs bounce him 
upward swifter than a man of 
45 should climb, The restaurant 
is private. It is for teamsters 
and office help only. No one 
punches a check because here 
everything is free. 

General President James R. 
Hoffa stands behind three girls. 
He picks up his tray, finds a 
spoon, a fork, a knife and a 
paper napkin. As an old cafe- 
teria habitue from Detroit, he 
knows enough to wrap the sil- 
ver in the napkin. The stout 
woman behind the counter 
gives him no smile. “Meat loaf 
or vegetable plate?” she asks. 
He nods at the meat loaf. 


The woman puts a slab of it 
on the plate. She points to the 
mashed potatoes. He nods 
again. “A little salad _ too,” 
he says. She doesn’t answer. 
He resists the desserts, which 
includes bread pudding and 
hard sauce. Hoffa is trying to 
reduce. For him, a diet means 
a lot of grapefruit and coffee 
for breakfast. He picks up a 
roll and a tile of butter. 


The single concession to rank 
in the Teamsters cafeteria is a 
private section off the main 
dining room. Hoffa sits here 
with his subordinates. He eats 
fast, shoveling the food seri- 
ously, chewing, nodding, tap- 
ping his mouth with his napkin, 
making terse comments, some- 
times raising both shoulders in 
a large shrug. 

In a half hour, he is back 
downstairs at his desk. An area 
conference of Teamster officials 
is scheduled for 1 p.m. These 
men will be from Massachusetts 
and Connecticut and New York, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania. 
They are ready to sign a con- 
tract with several large truck- 
ing organizations and they want 
it to be a uniform contract be- 
cause these trucks will run 
through the eastern states and 
it isn’t good to have men driv- 
ing from Massachusetts—let us 
say—to Pennsylvania, earning 
less than teamsters running 
from Pennsylvania to Massa- 
chusetts. 

Hoffa sits in. The men from 
the joint councils are around 
the table. They are not genteel. 
They started as helpers. They 
have bounced and have been 
bounced. They handle their 
hands better than their tongues 
Each one around the table has 
a copy of the contract. Mr. H. 
sits away from the table. 


One argues against the use 
of the word “whereas” on 
page 23. Hoffa smiles and 
shakes his head in sorrow. 
“Look,” he says sharply, “you 
guys been working this thing 
over for eight months and 
now, at this stage of the 
game, we got a lousy whereas 
or something? Forget it.” 


It is forgotten. The boss 
ordered it forgotten. One in 
this number arrived looking 
for trouble. He wants the trucx 
drivers taken from a nearby 
loeal and turned over to him. 
Hoffa saw it coming. He called 
the man into his office before 
the meeting. “You are not go- 
ing to mention those truck 
drivers when you get inside. I 
don’t want no fighting. We got 
a contract. It’s a good one. We 
will iron a few wrinkles out of 
it and get it signed. So forget 
those drivers until I can get 
around te it.” 

It was an order. Sometimes 
the orders come with a friend- 
ly whack on the back and a big 
smile from the little man. It's 
still an order. He sits with them 
and fights his own men first. 
When they are all agreed, he 
calls in the truck owners and 
sits with his Teamsters and 
fights the owners. Long ago, 
Hoffa learned that he must 
fight these two fights before 
he can expect peace. He fights 
both of them every day in the 
week in many parts of the 
nation. 

The dome of the Capitol was 
in a translucent haze of lights 
when Jimmy Hoffa grabbed his 
blue cashmere coat and walked 
to the elevator with St. Louisan 
Harold Gibbons. They had 
promised Edward Cheyfitz they 
would go to his house for an 
evening of conversation. Chey- 
fitz is a Teamster lawyer. He 
is a short, smart, smug man 
with red curly hair, a man who 
tries to read philosophy, or 
lack of it, into some of the 
things Jimmy Hoffa has done. 
He is also the father of the 
court consent order which 
brought three monitors to look 
over Hoffa’s shoulder. 

Cheyfitz joins the other two 
at the elévator and Hoffa drives 
a rented Ford to Duke's res- 
taurant. There is a knot of 
people at the check room 
waiting for tables. The owner 
sees Hoffa. He smiles and 
beckons with his eyebrows. 
Hoffa and Chevfitz and Gib- 
bons get a table. 

“Who's going to be at your 
house tonight?” Hoffa says. 

“A few friends,” says Chey- 
fitz. “A couple of priests.” 

Hoffa has no religion. He 
believes in very little that he 
cannot touch or see. His wife 
is Roman Catholic. The chil- 
dren attend church. Jimmy 
Hoffa has never bowed his 
knee to anyone except his 
mother. He gave $265,000 to 
Israel; he has given cheerfully 
to priests and ministers, but 
he cannot make himself say 
“father.” He cannot look up- 
ward to anyone. 

There is a broad den and 
fireplace in the Cheyfitz home 
on the edge of the Maryland 
border. The three men climb 
the sloping lawn at 8:30 p.m 
And Julia Cheyfitz permits her 
two growing sons to come 
downstairs for a moment to 
say hello. The labor leader is 
good with boys. He reads them 


quickly and accurately. He 
knows what it is to dread 
school; he remembers the

Since the young record buy- 
ers prefer wax idols with whom 
they can personnally identify, 
our new sing stars seem to get 
younger every year. The other 
day, | asked Marie Ochuida, 
president of the Frankie Ava- 
lon National Fan Clubs, what 
she thought about singers like 
Eddie Fisher and Vic Damone. 
“Oh,.”” she said, “they're such 
OLD-timers!”’
